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Fast action for 
super internet

ACT now for superfast broadband in the 
Blackdown Hills. 

Devon County Council and Somerset County Council are 
encouraging as many businesses and householders as 
possible to support a joint-bid for government funding for 
superfast and better broadband via Broadband Delivery 
UK (BDUK). 

The case for investment was presented to Government on 
April 18th and has been followed up by a recent meeting 
with ministers. 

It’s estimated that over 75,000 businesses and households 
in Devon and Somerset have no, or very slow, access to the 
internet. 


This has an adverse affect on business growth and 
competitiveness, especially in the rural communities 
within the Blackdown Hills. 

In the past, countryside campaigners and Westcountry 
businesses had warned that slow broadband speeds in rural 
areas put them at a disadvantage and risked costing the 
economy hundreds of millions of pounds. 

Linda Bennett, general manager of the Blackdown Hills 
Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty Partnership, said in a 
recent letter of support: “The Area of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty (AONB) lacks many basic public services and 
these can only be found in the surrounding towns, thus 
requiring the use of private cars as public transport is also 
limited in the area. 

“The provision of superfast broadband would provide 
improved and efficient access to many of these facilities, 


and reduce the carbon footprint of the area, another 
objective of the AONB Management Plan. 

“The provision of superfast broadband will make a 
significant contribution to meeting the objectives of the 
AONB as well as enhancing the economic and social 
wellbeing of its communities.” 

The Blackdown Hills Business Association is urging 
people to get the message out to as many people in the area 
as possible and to encourage them to take part in the 
survey. 

Businesses willing to provide letters of endorsement to 
the project team, setting out why improved broadband will 
help in the future, should email them to 
economy@devon.gov.uk as soon as possible.

Villagers turn 
tide on closures 

new shop

IN a spirit harking back to the days of 
the Duke of Wellington and the 
popular uprisings of the Civil War, 
the residents of Churchinford in the 
Blackdown Hills have turned the tide 
on recent closures and opened their 
new community shop last month. 

Churchinford used to have a village store 
but, like many rural communities, lost it 
when the Post Office service was reduced 
beyond viability. However, the residents of 
both Churchinford and nearby villages 
such as Bishopswood, Otterford and 


Stapley have rallied round and created a 
new community shop next to the village 
hall called Churchinford and District 
Community Shop. 

The new shop will sell a wide range of 
good quality staple goods plus selected 
local fare such as farm-reared meat and 
speciality foods. Fifty per cent of the good 
will be supplied by the Co-op, who gave 
the shop a small grant, and the other 50 per 
cent will be good from local suppliers. 

The shop is entirely funded and run by 
the community and was officially opened 
by Councillor Ross Henley and Councillor 
John Thorne on Saturday, May 14th. 

The new shop will be open seven days a 


week from 8 am to 12noon and 2pm to 6pm 
Monday to Friday, 8am to 12noon on 
Saturdays and 10am to 12noon on 
Sundays. 

Chairman of the directors for the 
community shop, David Lowe, told View 
from the Blackdown Hills that the opening 
of the shop had gone very well. 

He said: “We did a bumper trade on the 
first Saturday but we expect the good sales 
to continue as the shop is there to serve the 
community. What the community wants 
will be catered for and we hope to be 
around forever. The shop is going to be run 
entirely by volunteers and we hope that 
people will support this venture.” 


WORKING OUR 
WOODLANDS

AS a tree warden for my parish, I 
am responsible for keeping an eye 
out for any infringements of the 
law and report to the relevant 
authorities. 

Last year, a parishioner and ardent 
walker informed me of some activity on 
a hedge on a footpath, on inspection it 
had been cut down to a couple of inches 
off the ground. 

The 70 yards of damage was also on 
an ancient boundary. On asking the 
owner of the hedge what was happening 
he said it was his hedge and none of my 
business. The term removal also means 
cutting down and it is an offence. He 
was made to reinstate the hedge and 
was lucky to get away without a fine, 
but the old hedge is gone forever. 

I hope to see readers at the 
Blackdowns Woodland Fair on July 
2nd. There will be plenty to get 
involved in, let’s hope the weather 
holds. 

Felling has stopped now for the 
summer season, but we did haul out two 
large wind blow oaks the other day. We 
could only get them out in dry 
conditions. They will be used to restore 
a farm barn which was once cladded in 
larch, all the internal timber is oak with 
sling-braced collar beam trusses. The 
restoration will take some time but it is 
hoped to return the bam to its former 
glory. While removing the oaks, we had 
to make a detour around a moor hens 
nest that had been constructed in a 
dried-up pond. I went back that night 
and put an electric fence around it to 
keep foxes and badgers away. We have 
a pond near the house and the other day 
the hens brought their three chicks to 
the safety of it. A good job done. 

The Devon Rural Skills Trust is 
looking for a suitable candidate to train 
in rural crafts for 12 months, including 
hedge laying, stone walling and others. 
The aim of the charity is to ensure that 
those traditional skills don’t die out, 
which are all important in forming our 
landscape as we see it today. They are 
currently looking for a new trainee to be 
based in Devon , there is no wage but all 
the training is free. The contact number

Given the dry conditions most trees 
and shrubs seem to be coping well, but 
let’s hope for some rain soon otherwise 
I won’t get any early spuds this year!

SWP’s disbelief in 
householder fines 
for home rubbish 


SOMERSET Waste 

Partnership (SWP) says it has 
never believed in fining 
householders for waste 
transgressions. 

The comment was made after 
reports that central government 
may restrict local councils’ right 
to fine householders who, for 
example, fail to shut their waste 
bin. 

SWP MD Steve Read said: “Our 
approach has always been about 
education and information not 
enforcement or fines. 

“We have never fined a 
householder. 

“I think most people in Somerset 
understand and support efforts to 
both raise recycling rates and cut 
the £8million or more of their 


council taxes wasted on dumping 
rubbish in landfill, including the 
government tax that makes up 
nearly three quarters of the total 
landfill bill.” 

“Somerset has no ‘bin police’. 
Our regular crews who collect 
bins, black sacks and recycling 
boxes keep a watch for problems 
and either let householders know 
or ask an advisor in our small 
operations team to get in touch. 

“It is usually enough to leave 
behind a polite note to remind 
people about materials that can or 
cannot be recycled, for example. 

“We have always felt this is the 
best way to remind residents how 
to operate the system, which is 
straightforward once people get 
into the swing of using it.” 


Community grants 
for projects in hills 

ANYONE with an idea for a community project 
in the Blackdown Hills can ask for help from the 
Sustainable Development Fund, which is now 
open to applications for 2011-12. 

The fund is administered by the Blackdown Hills 
Area Of Outstanding Natural Beauty (AONB) team. It 
awards grants of up to £5,000 to community groups, 
schools and small businesses for projects which 
benefit the area. 

Blackdown Hills AONB manager Linda Bennett 
said: “We’re delighted to be able to offer SDF grants 
again this year. Small amounts of funding can make all 
the difference in helping local people to get ideas off 
the ground and make real improvements to their 
communities and the environment.” 

Projects funded in the past include improvements to 
village facilities such as community shops and 
allotments, green schemes, wildlife surveys, outdoor 
classrooms, history archives, art events and support 
for local producers.

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MP begins 

week in sin 
bin as due 
to inquiry

MP David Laws will begin his seven- 
day spell in the sin bin on Tuesday, 
June 7th, according to the House of 
Commons Information Office. 

His suspension from the House of 
Commons is for seven sitting days and 
comes as a result of the inquiry into his 
parliamentary expenses. 

The House of Commons Committee on 
Standards and Privileges, and the 
Parliamentary Commissioner for 
Standards concluded that Mr Laws broke a 
number of House of Commons rules by 
paying rent to a partner and mis- 
designating his main home. 

The findings were announced last week 
and the punishment was confirmed on 
Monday, May 16th. 

But it was also concluded that his 
motivation was privacy and not financial 
gain, and that the effect of his decisions 
was to claim less money from expenses 
than would otherwise have been the case. 

Commenting on the outcome of the 
inquiry, Mr Laws said on Thursday May 
12th: “I accept the conclusions of the 
Parliamentary Commissioner and the 


House of Commons committee. 

“I apologise for the rules I have broken, 
but I am very pleased indeed that the 
inquiry has concluded that my motivation 
was privacy and not financial gain, and that 
the taxpayer was the beneficiary of my 
desire to keep my private life private. 

“The last year has been a very difficult 
one, and I am pleased that this whole 
inquiry is now over. 

“I accept that I was wrong to try to keep 
my private circumstances private, and I 
apologise for this. 

“However, I hope that everyone will now 
accept that I did not do this to increase my 
claims, and indeed seeking to keep my life 
private in this way saved the taxpayer 
money. 

“I am very grateful to my constituency 
party in Yeovil, which has stood by me 
during this horrible year of my life. 

“I am also particularly grateful to the 
people of Yeovil Constituency, who have 
overwhelmingly treated me with kindness, 
generosity and understanding. 

“I now intend to get on with my job of 
being local MP, and supporting the 
government in its attempts to sort out the 
economic mess and make Britain a freer 
and fairer place in which to live.”

Village school’s future 
threatened by closure

NO decision has been taken — but the 
future of a local primary school looks 
decidedly bleak. 

Devon County Council has launched a 
public consultation on a proposal to shut 
down Dalwood Primary School, which 
currently has 12 pupils on roll. 

Four of these are set to leave for 
secondary school at the end of the 2010-11 
academic year, and pupil numbers are not 
expected to improve. 

As a result, the school could close at the 
end of this year. 

The problem of low pupil numbers is not 
a new one and attempts to find a solution 
have been made. 

Plans to form a federation with Membury 
Primary School were announced last year, 
but were unsuccessful. 

According to the local education 
authority, Devon County Council (DCC), 
the governing body has concluded that 
closing the school is in the best interests of 
the children. 

But DCC stresses that no decision has 
been taken. 

A DCC spokesperson said: “No decision 
has been taken to close the school. 

“The governors and DCC are consulting 
on that possibility. 

“If, at the end of the consultation period, 
a decision is taken that closure is the best 
option then a public notice will be issued 
and people have six weeks to make 


further representations. 

“Then the matter will be debated by 
DCC. If the school were to close, it is 
likely it would be at the end of the calendar 
year. 

“In any consultation of this nature we 
obviously want to hear from as many 
people as possible - parents, governors, 
staff and the wider village community.” 

All these groups were invited to an 
information session at the school on 
Friday, May 6th. 

Consultation material stated: “The 
school has physical capacity to take up to 
49 

pupils and has been operating with a high 
level of surplus places for some years. 

This situation is not forecast to improve. 

“Delivering a full and balanced 
curriculum and the ability to fulfil age- 
related expectations is difficult with such a 
small and decreasing number of children. 

“DCC and the governing body’s primary 
concern is that pupils receive the best 
possible education and learning 
opportunities. 

“To achieve this the governing body has 
explored alternatives such as federating 
with another school but this has not 
materialised. 

“With regret, it has concluded that 
closing the school is in the best interests of 
the children. We would like to hear your 
views on this proposal by 5pm on Tuesday 
June 14th.”

Readers’ letters 

are pouringf in! 


APRIL has seen some 
astonishing rarities turning up 
on the Axe Estuary marshes. A 
great white heron was seen on 
the Seaton Marshes lagoon on 
the 19th, a purple heron was 
spotted at the Colyford 
Common hide on the 23rd and, 
last but not least, a white stork 
was also seen at Colyford 
Common three days later. 

All these birds were photographed 
by Steve Waite, Sue Smith and 
Karen Woolley and illustrated in the 
twice-monthly newsletter organised 
by David Walters. Contact him on 
01297 552616 if you’d like to go on 
his emailing list. 

Now, who has heard a cuckoo? 
Not me, sadly, though Bob Oliver 
from Aylesbeare heard one calling 
on April 21st, whilst a friend told me 
that he had heard more than one 
cuckoo calling near Morton in West 
Dorset. It is so sad to realise that 


these birds, once considered the 
regular harbingers of spring, are 
now almost a rarity. 

However, my swallows are back 
and seem to be titivating a last year’s 
nest, rather than build a new one, 
possibly because mud is in short 
supply. It has been encouraging, 
however, to see good numbers of 
orange-tip butterflies, the odd holly 
blue and speckled wood, though I 
have yet to spot a tortoiseshell, 
while brimstones seem to have been 
remarkably scarce. 

■ ONE of the most archetypal 
sights of the summer is that of swifts 
scything their way through sky on 
long scimitar-shaped wings and 
screaming near their nest sites as 
they swoop back and forth high in 
the air. 

Yet again, numbers have dwindled 
due, it is believed, to an ever 
increasing lack of suitable nesting 
habitats. Old buildings provide the 
best nesting sites, especially in 


towns. A sociable bird, small parties 
love to wheel and soar while 
catching insects. 

Swifts, which winter in Southern 
Africa, arrive here in late April, and 
at once set about finding suitable 
nesting holes where they can lay 
three eggs, rear rear young and then 
depart at the end of July. It is a 
remarkable fact that the bird appears 
to remain constantly on the wing, for 
its short, feathered legs and toes are 
useless for walking, and it is even 
believed that it sleeps and mates on 
the wing. 

Planners, developers and home 
owners in swift “hot spots” are being 
urged to ensure that suitable nesting 
sites are incorporated into buildings. 
A wide variety of nesting boxes, 
ranging from plywood to woodcrete 
is available and should be installed 
on the side of a building that gets 
least sunshine and under an 
overhang or the eaves. The box must 
be sited at least five metre above the 


ground and with clear access. 

Whilst it can take some time for 
swifts to discover newly installed 
nesting boxes, you can speed up the 
process by playing a CD containing 
the bird’s calls from early in the 
nesting season and in the latter part 
of July when juveniles are seeking 
nesting sites for next year. For 
further information go to 
www. s wift-conservation. org. 

Incidentally, swifts do not belong 
to the same family as swallows and 
martins. The former is the family 
Cypselidae, the latter Hirundinadae. 

■ READERS’ letters are pouring 
in, so I must be doing something 
right! Mr M Hodson tells me that he 
saw his first swallow on March 22nd 
and then had to wait until April 10th 
to spot the next bird. 

His pond, however, is heaving with 
newts, frogs and toads. The first toad 
spawned on February 21st while a 
late comer waited until the middle of 
April. This latter toad produced 


spawn with eggs in a wider string 
than normal, and offset in a double 
row. Could this be a natterjack, he 
asks? It is possible, as this toad 
breeds much later than the common 
toad and the egg strings are also 
shorter and distinctive. 

The natterjack is smaller than the 
toad with a maximum length of head 
and body of three inches, and a 
yellow line running down the centre 
of the head and back. Another name 
for it is the running toad as it does 
not hop, but runs a short distance, 
stops and then carries on, a gait 
resulting from its short legs. 

Mr Hodson also tells me that he 
has a pair of song thrushes in his 
garden with young, and plenty of 
greenfinches and chaffinches. There 
is also a sparrowhawk which takes 
the occasional pigeon. All of which 
confirms my opinion that Seaton is a 
Mecca for bird life. 

Still on bird life, Brian Vaughton, 
who lives in east Devon, wonders 
what has happened to his blue tits? 
For the past 18 years he has fed a 
small flock of these birds but 
suddenly they have all vanished with 
the exception of one tit, a single bird 
which is feeding young in a nest-box 
without the help of a mate. 

Why have they disappeared asks 
my correspondent and, more 
important, will they return? He 
wonders whether they have been 
killed by a toxic batch of bird seed 
or peanuts but has discovered that a 
lady living a short distance away has 
experienced the same phenomenon 
so this explanation seems unlikely. 

Frankly, this is a puzzle and there 
is no ready explanation. One could 
blame a sparrowhawk for the odd 


kill but not a mass disappearance. 
He does not say how many blue-tits 
are involved but at this time of the 
year they should all be nesting and 
rearing young. Could it simply be 
that the birds have deserted the 
feeder while attending domestic 
duties elsewhere? One would have 
thought, however, that they would 
still appear for food. A puzzle. Has 
any other reader encountered this? 

My recent mention of big cats in 
the area has brought a letter from Ian 
Rangeley who had an astonishingly 
close encounter with a big cat a few 
years ago. Attending a funeral with 
his wife and two neighbours at a 
small village near Milton Keynes, 
they had just arrived at the church 
when, three metres away, a large 
adult puma walked lazily along the 
grass verge! They sensibly stayed in 
the car until it had padded out of 
sight. The animal walked along the 
bank of the Grand Union Canal, 
peered at some sheep and then 
vanished into woodland. 

I notice that young plants of the 
wretched Himalayan balsam are 
beginning to appear under the 
hedgerows in adjacent fields. This 
year I am going to try and rip out 
every single one to try and prevent 
the spread of this colourful but 
dominating plant which has no place 
in our countryside.

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All hail the Royals 


As this summer staple 
comes into season, we 
looks at what you can do 
to make potato dishes more 
exciting. 

Whether you prefer your 
potatoes boiled and fin¬ 
ished off with butter or 
crushed and transformed 
into fishcakes, national 
prides dictates it’s time to 
start buying those sweet 
Jersey Royals. 

In season from the begin¬ 
ning of April to the end of 
June, these English pota¬ 
toes are definitely in a class 
of their own. 

Here are six recipes to whet 
your Royal appetite... 

Honey-roasted Jersey 
Royals with yoghurt and 
mint shoulder of lamb 

(Serves 6) 

1 x 2.5kg shoulder of lamb 

on the bone 

For the marinade: 

200ml natural yoghurt 
ltsp cumin seeds (roasted 
and crushed) 

ltsp white peppercorns 
(roasted and crushed) 

2tsp salt 


ltsp white wine vinegar 
50g mint 
50g basil 

Small pinch of fresh 
thyme 

For the honey roast Jersey 
Royals: 

600g Jersey Royal new po¬ 
tatoes 

ltbsp Jersey honey 
2tbsp vegetable oil 
20g unsalted butter 
Handful fresh thyme 
Salt and pepper 

For the lamb: 

Place all the marinade 
ingredients into a food 
processor and blend for 30 
seconds or so until a paste 
is achieved. Coat the lamb 
with the marinade and 
leave for 18 to 24 hours. 
Preheat the barbecue using 
the indirect method - only 
cover 180 degrees of the 
barbecue with charcoal, 
light it and allow it to burn 
until the charcoal turns 
white. This should take 
half an hour or so. Then 
place the shoulder of lamb 
over the part of the barbe¬ 
cue with no charcoal and 
cover the barbecue with 


a lid. As it takes 3 hours 
to cook you need to feed a 
little bit of charcoal every 
now and then just to keep 
the fire going, but try and 
keep the inside tempera¬ 
ture at around 95C. After 
three hours it should flake 
off the bone. 

For the potatoes: 

Wash the Jersey Royals, 
place them in a saucepan 
and cover with cold water. 
Add a little salt, bring them 
to the boil and simmer 
until they are just cooked 
(about 20 minutes), drain 
and allow them to cool 
slightly. 

Meanwhile, pour the oil in 
a roasting tin and place in a 
preheated oven (190C/Gas 
Mark 5). When the oil is 
smoking hot add the Jersey 
Royals, season with salt 
and pepper and roast for 20 
minutes until a little colour 
has been achieved. 

Add the butter, honey and 
thyme and roast for a fur¬ 
ther 10 minutes until they 
have slightly caramelised 
- they’re now ready to 
serve.

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Motoring Scene 
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W ITH BMW and Mercedes, 
buyers seeking a compact, 
premium-level roadster have 
been well catered for in recent 
years. The latter has 
historically approached the 
market from the comfort end of the scale, with 
BMW only recently choosing to tone down a 
previously more overtly sporting proposition. 

The SLK has done a sterling job for Mercedes. When it 
first launched in 1996 the car debuted a folding metal roof, 
offering owners the best of both worlds - tin-top refinement 
and security when you wanted it and open air convenience 
when it took your fancy. 

By the second generation the car boasted sharper 
handling to please those seeking a sportier premium 
compact roadster experience. With this third generation 
SLK, Mercedes has further refined the driving experience 
and added a few welcome extra bits of technology. 

Style-wise the car offers buyers two choices. The basic 
SLK shape remains intact, albeit a little sharper and better 
defined than previously. Opting for the ‘Sport’ model 
results in the addition of a tastefully subtle but visually 
appealing AMG-branded bodykit and wheels plus a more 
focused sports suspension set-up. 

Even in the world of sports cars it’s hard to escape talk of 
cutting fuel consumption and emissions. With the 
inclusion of an improved engine range, this SLK follows 
other recent Mercedes products in delivering greater 
savings but, impressively, not at the expense of outright 
performance. 

The SLK line-up consists of a turbo four-cylinder in 184 
and 204 horsepower guise in SLK 200 and 250 trim 
respectively. There’s also a six-cylinder unit boasting 306 
horsepower. Four-pot models come with a six-speed 
manual gearbox as standard, with the 350 getting a seven- 
speed auto - optional on the other cars. 

For those watching their pennies, the SLK 200 returns an 
impressive 43.5mpg in auto trim (41.5mpg manual) and 
C02 emissions are 151 and 158g/km respectively. The 250 
variant isn’t far behind, while the 350 ducks under 40mpg 
and posts a creditable 167g/km C02 figure. There’s even 
and an engine stop-start function for good measure plus an 
eco driving mode that softens the throttle and auto gearbox 
response. 

As you can see, there’s no longer downside to 



downsizing. And on the road the 200 is a keen and willing 
companion. Even in non Sport guise the car feels poised on 
challenging, twisty roads. The manual gearshift is slick 
and accurate, while the car’s steering is direct and weights 
up in a predictable manner. Sport models take this a step 
further, but thankfully there’s no real compromise in ride 
quality. You can switch between suspension and (where 
fitted) auto gearbox modes, and the car’s tuned ride and 
18-inch AMG wheels help, not hinder, the experience. 

With each step up in engine output the experience takes 
another positive leap forward, with the 350 predictably 
offering the most thrills. However, in a testament to the 
rounded nature of the 200, it’s a car-engine combination 
you dismiss at your peril. 

No modern Mercedes would be complete without a raft 
of safety kit and this third-gen SLK doesn’t disappoint. 
Inheriting technology from more expensive cars such as 
the S-Class and CLS, the usual stability control systems 
have been enhanced with the (sometimes optional) 
inclusion of auto braking, lane departure warning, speed 
road sign detection and auto dipping headlights. 


On the fun side there’s a new infotainment system 
offering Internet access, an active wind deflector plus 
changes to the car’s trademark folding metal roof. The 
basic version remains, offering coupe-like refinement and 
security when raised. There’s now the option of a glass 
panoramic roof plus a new ‘Magic Sky Control’ branded 
alternative. Fancy name aside, occupants can switch 
electronically between a light and dark mode, thanks to the 
clever technology in the glass. 

There’s little doubt that, with this third-gen SLK, 
Mercedes has hit the sweet spot when it comes to compact, 
premium convertibles. The car’s styling strikes the right 
balance between elegance and a hint of performance, while 
mechanically it’s economical, enjoyable and refined in 
equal measure. 

Factor in the improved safety and comfort technology - 
not forgetting the car’s trademark roof - and it’s likely that 
prospective customers will need little persuasion to sign on 
the dotted line. But if that isn’t enough for some, the 
promise of a diesel version just around the corner should 
open up the market to a whole new buyer profile.
